The Lenten Fast 


As you read in this paper last week, the Vatican has 
denied the story appearing in the secular press to the effect 
that a general dispensation for the Lenten law has been 
granted for this year. 

But according to faculties granted January 22, 1946, 
Bishops may “according to their own prudent judgment in 
the territory of their own jurisdiction” grant exemptions 
from abstinence and fast except on Ash Wednesday and Good 
Friday. 

The undersigned is therefore dispensing all diocesans 
from the Lenten fast; but in keeping with the Workingmen’s 
Indult, he restricts the use of meat to one meal each day 
except for those under twenty-one and over fifty-nine. But 
Ash Wednesday must be observed like all Fridays. 

It is plainly stipulated in those faculties that where the 
dispensation is granted substitutions must be made, such as 
other forms of self-denial, good works, expiation, service to 
the poor, alms to charity, and prayers for the intentions of 
the Holy Father. 

By way of Self-denial, people could well dispense with 
the luxuries of butter and of desserts (except fruits), with 
less smoking and drinking and candy. 

As Prayer, the Bishop urges attendance at Mid-week 
Lenten devotions, the Family Rosary, and recommends daily 
Mass. 

As Alms, he would have every wage-earner take out a 
membership in the Society for the Propagation of the Faith, 
every family to subscribe to the diocesan paper; everyone to 
give something to our Diocesan Charities, to the support of 
the national diocesan, deanery and local N. C. C. W., and on 
the Fourth Sunday of Lent, (March 7) to the special big War 
Relief Collection to be gathered in every church of the United 
States. 

Financial assistance to these projects is not, strictly 
speaking, “substitutes” because in every diocese of this coun- 


‘try special drives are conducted for them some time during 


the year. In the Diocese of Fort Wayne we have long fol- 
lowed the practice of attending to all of them during the 
Lenten season. Make use of your special envelope for Lent. 

Neither the Bishop nor the Pope can dispense any person 
above the age of reason from the law of penance for sin. 

Note: Pastors will read to their parishioners the 
above, instead of the regular Lenten regulations, on the 
Sunday before Lent, and then the explanations of the Bish- 
op’s plan for Lenten Charities as contained in the most 
recent letter sent to them. (page 3-7).

N.C.W.C. Leader 
Defends Church 
From ‘Manifesto’ 


Asks Examination Of 
Catholicism’s History In 
Upholding Constitution 


Washington, Jan. 26.—(NC)— 
Archbishop John T. MeNicholas, 
O.P., of Cincinnati has answered 
the Manifesto of the newly-formed 
group known as Protestants and 
Other Americans United For Sep- 
aration of Church and State with 
an appeal to “all fair-minded per- 
sons” to investigate the activities 
of the Catholic Church and its 
Bishops in America and to judge 
from first-hand evidence whether 
the Church is attempting to breach 
the religious liberty guarantees of 
the U.S. Constitution. 


Archbishop MecNicholas made 
his statement, which was released 
here, under the title: “The Cath- 
olic Church in American Democ- 
racy” as chairman of the Admin- 
istrative Board of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, the 
voluntary organization of all the 
Archbishops and Bishops of the 
nation. 


“Those who know the history of 
Catholics and of the Catholic 
Church in America” could never 
make the charges made by Pro- 
testants and Other Americans 
United, said the Archbishop. He 
added: “All sincere, inquiring 
Jews, Protestants, ard God-fear- 
ing citizens affiliated to no relig- 
ious faith are cordially invited to 
make the most thorough investiga- 
tion of the Catholic Church, of all 
her fundamental teachings, and of 
the history of Catholicism in Ame- 
rica, for 160 years.” 


Expressing regret that he felt it 
necessary to answer the Protes- 
tant group, the Archbishop said: 
“We speak out, lest false state- 
ments of the Manifesto be taken 
as true by some of our well-mean- 
ing fellow citizens who have not 
.ecess to reliable sources of in- 
formation on the issues raised. We 
are confident that the framers 
and signers of this Manifesto do 
not speak for the great body of 
Protestants, nor for informed 
Jews and God-fearing Americans 
having no religious affiliation.”

Archbp. O’Boyle 
Is Installed In 
Washington 


Nation’s Capital, Rich 
In Catholic History, 
Is Now See City 


Washington, Jan. 21—(NC)—In 
the presence of a _ distinguished 
congregation of churchmen, states- 
men and diplomats, Archbishop 
Patrick A, O’Boyle was installed 
formally today as the first resi- 
dential Archbishop of Washington 
at ceremonies in the Cathedral of 
St. Matthew the Apostle. 

His Excellency Archbishop Am- 
leto Giovanni Cicognani, Apostolic 
Delegate to the United States, was 
the installing prelate and offered 
the Solemn Pontifical Mass. He 
also delivered the sermon. 

“It was easy to see,” Arch- 
bishop Cicognani said, “that the 
Federal Capital of the United 
States, symbol and bond of so 
great a union, would one day be- 
come a diocese in its own right, as 
are almost all national capitals 
which have a distinct number of 
Catholics.” 

He recalled that in 1851, Arch- 
bishop Francis Patrick Kenrick of 
Baltimore, writing to his brother, 
Archbishop Peter Richard Kenrick 
of St. Louis, observed: “The 
thought comes to me of erecting a 
new episcopal See in the city of 
Washington so as not to leave the 
seat of (Federal) government 
without due prominence.” 

Archbishop Cicognani said that 
even then was evident the pro- 
gress which had been made “since 
the first Catholics—a mere hand- 
ful—had come from England in 
The Ark and The Dove, together 
with some Jesuits, and disembark- 
ed on the banks of the Potomac in 
March of 1634. They had set out 
from London under the protection 
of Cecil Calvert, Lord Baltimore, 
and were accompanied by Leonard 
Calvert, brother of Lord Balti- 
more, with the charge of estab- 
lishing in Maryland a_ colony 
where freedom of conscience might 


reign.” |

ed that Father John Caroll, a na- | 
tive of Maryland, came to live in'

He became Prefect Apos- | 
tolic of the Missions of America| 
in 1784 and was made Bishop of | 
Baltimore in 1789, the very year | 
that George Washington was in-| 
augurated President of the United | 
States. 

Archbishop Cicognani recalled |

Washington in the last century | 
was one dedicated to St. Matthew, | 
which proved inadequate. He said | 
the pastor, Monsignor Lee, in 1892 |

UR own personal conviction, 

formed by long years of ex- 
perience, is that you will not learn 
the truth of much that is going 
on in the world and certainly not 
understand the philosophy behind 
the happenings unless you read 
the Catholic paper.

wax of the candles signifies the 
virginal flesh of the Divine Infant, 
the wick figures His soul, and the 
flame His Godhead.” 

Vested in violet, the priest reads 
six beautiful blessings over the 
candles, incensing them, finally, 
and sprinkling them _ with holy 
water. 

“QO holy Lord, Father Almighty, 
Eternal God, we humbly beseech 
Thee that Thou wouldst vouchsafe 
to bless and sanctify these candles 
for the use of men, and the health 
of bodies and souls whether upon 
the earth or in the waters... 

“Q almighty and everlasting 
God, we humbly implore Thy clem- 
ency that Thou wouldst vouchsafe 
to bless, sanctify, and kindle with 
the light of heavenly benediction 
these candles, which we thy ser- 
vants receiving desire to carry 
lighted to magnify Thy name; that 
Ly offering them to thee, the Lord 
our God, being worthily inflamed 
with the holy fire of Thy most 
sweet charity, we may to 
be presented in the holy temple of 


strike, and the writer has more 


than once raised his eyebrows, 
bringing the Blessed Sacrament on 
an emergency call to a household 
of fervent Catholics, to be greeted 
without lights, or to find a plum- 


ber’s candle, or a set of cheap 
tallow tapers from the five-and-ten 
burning beside the sick bed. 


Such makeshifts simply won’t 
do. The sacraments must be ad- 
ministered by the light of bees- 
wax candles, blessed by the 
Church. 

If you find that your stock of 
candies is low or lacking, present 
yourself at the sacristy tomorrow 
morning after Mass and get as 
many as you think will be needed 
to see you through the year. 
Families with chronic invalids, re- 
ceiving the Blessed Sacrament at 
home every month, might well 
need two sets. 

Since the candles have been bles- 
sed, they may not be sold. It is 
the custom, then, to make an offer- 
ing covering at least their cost. 
This would come to about a dollar 
a pair. Generous Catholics are in 
the habit of making an additional 
offering toward helping the Pastor 
defray the cost of candles for the 
altar—quite an item in every par-

Rome has churches today which 
date back to the time of Constan- 
tine, namely, those of St. Peter, 
St. Paul, St. John Lateran and the 
Holy Cross. This emperor gave to 
Pope Sylvester territory from 
which the States of the Church 
originated, and he gave to him the 
Lateran Palace, which served as 
the residence of Popes for more 
than twelve hundred years. But 
Constantine’s sons renewed the 
persecutions. 


During the fourth and fifth cen- 
turies various heresies arose re- 
lating to the efficacy of the Sacra- 
ments, to the Divinity of Christ, to 
the Divinity of the Holy Ghost, to 
the Divine Motherhood of Mary, to 
Original Sin.

HIRTY thousand college-stu- 

dent votes—based on 12 weeks 
of critical listening to radio com- 
edy programs—have named Teeny, 
of the Fibber McGee and Molly 
program, as the most acceptable 
performer monitored since Oct. 12. 
This show also placed six regular 
personalities among the eight 
“highly acceptable” performers, 
proving that radio comedy can be 
both funny and clean, from a 
moral standpoint. 


Latest Radio Acceptance Poll 
report lists good-taste ratings of 
68 radio artists; eight were classed 
“highly acceptable,” 57 were “ac- 
ceptable,” while three were label- 
led “barely acceptable” by reason 
of double-meaning jokes and sug- 
gestive situations. These reasons 
were stated as comments on the 
R.A.P. student score card.

They would have to 
pay 3% per month—36% a year— 
for any amount up to $150 bor- 
rowed from a small loan company.)

Like all cooperative groups, St. 
Alphonsus Credit Union is owned 
and controlled by its members, It 
works two ways; it not only lends 
money but also receives deposits 
from the 1,000 members. As one 
man said. “We receive money from 
one another and then in turn lend 
it to one another.” 

This process is working out so 
well at St. Alphonsus that the 
group there is now the largest 
parish credit union in Illinois. Its 
balance sheet for 1947 showed a 
quarter million dollars in assets 
and $140,000 out on loan. Since the 
credit union began in 1930, it has 
95°04 about $1,000,000. (Losses

Most of the 
officers are ushers in church too, 
you know.” 

Besides helping to solve mone- 
tary problems, the St. Alphonsus 
Parish Credit Union also has an- 
other important function. It is 
one of the steps on the ladder to 
economic democracy. Bridge, na- 
tional organ of the credit union 
movement, states in its January 
issue: 

“Much of the $400 million now 
owned and controlled by credit 
uniom members would not be con- 
trolled by these members if it 
were not for the credit unions.”

We have referred to the propa- 
ganda which emanates directly an 
officially from Russia and from her 
satellite states, most of which is 
actually designed to misinform, to 
mislead. The daily press carries 
the propaganda for what it is 
worth, but is never able to supply 
the answers. 

Catholic papers, on the other 


hand, do supply the answers to 
false charges and also reports 


hroadeasts and writings from Mos- 
cow, whether by radio or through 
‘+s controlled papers and periodi- 
cals. 

Of course the Catholic press 
does not deal altogether with news. 
It keeps religion and the religious 
motif before its readers, which is 
admittedly the prime need of the 
hour not only in this, but im every 
other country. 
Church’s Enemies 
Fear Her Press 


If enemies of God are able to 
organize, propagate their doctrines, 
incite strikes and riots, and de- 
eeive the people, it is chiefly be- 
eause they circulate more papers 
than the friends of God are able 
and obtain more newsprint 
friends are able to 
procure. A lamentation, frequent- 
ly expressed by the Bishops in 
Germany, Hungary and other coun- 
tries, is that they are not able to 
reach the people through the Cath- 
élic press either because it has 
been completely suppressed, or is 
unable to procure sufficient paper 
with which to publish at least a 
weekly organ. In most European 
countries today it is impossible 
even to publish Catholic books or 
pamphlets, either because the 
shortage of paper is great or be- 
cause it will not be allocated to 
Catholic publishers. 

If the enemy, therefore, fears 
the religious press, should not we 
be more eager supporters of it? 

As to the paper, which you are 
now reading, it specializes in in- 
struction, in religious and moral 
guidance, and it carries defenses 
of the faith against the manifold 
calumnies directed against it. 

Your own nearest neighbors may 
think well of you, and still dislike 
your Church, because they have 
been poisoned against it by so 
many false accusations. You should 
have the answers, and your neigh- 
bor would probably thank you if 
you let him see your paper occas- 
ionally, if not regularly, in order 
to remove the prejudices by which 
he has been controlled.

Review Of Series ... 


Michigan and Notre Dame, you know, have met only twice since 
1909, when Notre Dame upset the applecart by winning for the 
first time from the Wolverines. Since 1942 was Notre Dame’s 
centennial year, and since Michigan had inaugurated varsity foot- 
ball at Notre Dame in 1887 by sending a team down to South 
Bend to teach the new players the game, it was thought that the 
two should meet as part of the big centennial] program then being 
planned. The late Fielding H. Yost, then director of athletics at 
Michigan, consented, and added that Michigan would be glad to 
reciprocate and play host to the Notre Dame team the following 
year. 

As it happened, the war came along and did away with 
Notre Dame’s centennial celebration, but the two games were 
played as originally scheduled. _ In the first game, played at Notre | 
Dame in 1942, Michigan won, 32-20, in one of the finest exhibitions 
of offensive football on the part of the Wolverines I have ever seen, 


ae Notre Dame won the return game at Ann Arbor in 1943, 
5-12. 


Incidentally, that defeat by Michigan in 1942 was the last suffered 
by Notre Dame at the hands of a strictly college team. Defeats since 
then have been twice by Army, twice by Great Lakes and once by 
Navy . No college team, as such, has beaten Notre Dame in more than 
five years. | 

Furthermore, Michigan would have had its first unbeaten and un- 
tied team in 10 years had it not been for that Notre Dame game in 
1943. The Wolverines that year tied for the Western Conference cham- 
pionship with Purdue, neither team being beaten or tied in conference 
play, and neither being beaten or tied by anyone else with the exception 
of Michigan’s joust with Notre Dame. 

Well, to get back to the Associated Press poll’s aftermaths. I 
must have received at least 150 letters of abuse from all over the 
country, but what happened to Smith was a caution. He endured it for'| 
three or four days and then telephoned me to find out what had 
happened on my end, I told him, and he said I was pretty lucky, as| 
he was hearing not only from Notre Dame rooters all oer the country, | 
but, worst of all, from the “subway alumni” right there in Detroit.

- out of bed and hand me some of the choiciest abuse I have ever 
heard. I appealed to the telephone company not to put through 
those early morning calls to my home, but I guess the telephone 
operators are Notre Dame sympathizers, because the calls keep | 
right on coming at that unearthly hour.” 

Smith said those who called him at his office frequently started 
out by asking him what college he attended. He is a 1935 graduate 
of the University of Illinois and told his callers so. That brought

Briefly I will tell you about St. 
Andrew Corsini. He was a favored 
youth, born into an aristocratic 
Florentine family which was pos- 
sessed of great wealth. He came 
to his parents in the year 1302. 
After some y2ars he proved a cross 
rather than a biessing, for his ways 
were wil and his life spent in 
dissolute habits. But when he was 
sixteen, through his mother’s pray- 
ers and the words she addressed to 
him concerning her early life and 
about the things that happened in 
his youth, he repented of his wild- 
ness and turned over a new leaf, 
as the saying goes. 


St. Andrew Corsini entered the 
Carmelite Order. There he gave 
himself over to penance, prayer, 
and preaching. He had forty years 
of this reparatory life, then he was 
appointed Bishop of Fiesole, a town 
of not great size located near his 
native city. Though clothed in epis- 
copal dignity, he spent his remain- 
ing years in hemble prayer, ever 
remembering his former sinful- 
ness. But his was an active life 
as well, for he fulfilled well the 
important duties attached to an 
Episcopal See. He had great ten- 
derness for the noor, which was ex- 
pressed through generous and well- 
directed gestures for their relief. 


This saint had special peace- 
making talents. Because of this 
power of restoring good will he was 
sent as papal legate to Bologne 
where there was much friction be- 
tween the nobility and the people. 
His commiss‘on was successful. By 
this time he was acclaimed as a 
prophet and a miracle-worker. Al] 
this meant nothing to the Saint, 
of course. He pursued his way, in| 
holiness, doing good, and edifying) 
all until he died in 1373, on January 
6th, being then seventy-one years 
old. Atthe tir of his death many 
miracles were performed, which 
caused Pope. cugenius IV to permit 
a public cult immediately. Years 
afterward (in 1629) Pope Urban 
VIII canonized this saintly Car-! 
melite Bishop who had once been 
a great sinner, having learned the 
ways of vice in early youth.

Washington, Jan. 26,—Discus- 
sions, here and in other countries, 
about the admittance of Displaced 
Persons from Europe are now il- 
juminated from another angle, as 
the result of a study made public 
in recent days. The findings, more- 
over, should give pause to those 
who may seriously advocate the 
artificial limitation of families on 
economic er unds. 

The report, entitled “Immigra- 
tion and Population Policy,” is the 
second in a series of studies on 
conditions and facts relating to im- 
migration. Issued by the Nationa! 
Commit: e on Immigration Policy, 
with headquarters in New York, its 
findings furnish valuable materia! 
for the education of the American 
public to the problem and needs of 
the Displaced Persons, which is one 
of the stated purposes of the re- 
cently formed National Catholic 
Resettlement Council. 

“An automatically. expanding 
economy,” the report says, “has in 


ithe past been closely related to a 


growing population.” Conversely, 
it adds, a decline in population 
would lead te a contracting econ- 
omy with these symptoms: (1) De- 
cline of investment in production; 
(2) Poorer position for labor; (3) 
Decline in agriculture; (4) Decline 
in demand for capital goods; (5) 
Increased risk of investment; (6) 
Lower standards of living; and (7) 
Free enterprise giving way to so- 
cial planning. 

The report says the recent in- 
crease in marriages and number of 
births in this country are tem- 
porary and will not greatly affect 
the long-term trend toward a static 
and declining population. “We must 
likewise consider the implications 
of the fact,” the report says, “that 
toward the close of the century we 
will have a considerably smaller 
population comnared to the USSR 
and the countries of the East such 
as India and China, than we have 
now.” 

The report says the birth rate 
of the Soviet Union is more than 
twice that of th United States, and 
that the "ISSR will have a popula- 
tion of 251,000,000 in 1970. It pre- 
dicts that the Soviet Union will 
reach a population peak of 350,000- 
000 before decline sets in. The 
United States. on the other hand, 
the report adds. will reach its peak 
in 1990 with a population of 164,- 
585,000. Following this peak popu- 
lation year, there will ensue a slow 
but steady decline, it is asserted.

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In recent years some advocates 
of the artificial limitation of fam- 
ilies have pointed to the rising tide 
of population in Asia, and the de- 
clining population in this country 
and Western Europe. Some have 
indicated that the American and 
western European powers ought 
to take some steps to protect them- 
selves. The imvlication was not that 
these nations should try to stem 
the decline in their own popula- 
tions, but that, through various 
means, including birth control, they 
should halt the increasing popula- 
tions in the East. Otherwise, it 
was indicated, we will in time be 
swamped by the peoples of those 
nations. There was more than a 
hint that, now that we control 
things in Japan, we ought to start 
there to turn the population trend 
downward. 


How would such persons defend 
the so-called western Powers 
against the rising tide of popula- 
tion in the Soviet Union? We don’t 
run things there, apparently. To 
meet that threat we’ll have to stem 
the decline of population in our 
own coun‘ries. 

The report of the National Com- 
mittee on Immigration Policy says 
that” the specter of over-popula- 
tion conjuree up by Malthus at the 
end of the eighteenth century has 
given way to the fear of under- 
population, at least as far as

. Used To Erect 


Barbar Shop - 


Notre Dame, Ind.—An out- 
standing example of the in- 
genuity of the priests of the 
Congregation of Holy Cross 
was recently demonstrated by 
Rev. Edwin C. Bauer, C.S.C., 
a graduate of the University 
of Notre Dame, who utilized 
apparently worthless 50 milli- 
meter shell packing cases to 
erect a barber shop for the 
Negoes in his Austin, Tex., 
parish. 


Father Bauer, pastor 6f the 
Holy Family parish for Ne- 
groes in South Austin, was 
cognizant of the fact that 
there was no barber shop in all 
of South Austin. Handy with 
tools, the parish priest bought 
a quantity of the fifty milli- 
meter packing -cases from 
Army Surplus. Using the 
packing cases as the nucleus 
for the building, Father Bauer 
then stuccoed over the cases 
to provide a barber shop for 
his Negro parish right on the 
parish grounds. A Negro bar- 
ber staffs the shop. 

The versatile priest also us- 
ed more of the cases to erect 
a house on the parish grounds 
for the housekeeper of the par- 
ish, thus providing the com- 
munity with two badly need- 
ed buildings at a minimum of 
cost. 

Father Bauer was graduated 
from the University of Notre 
Dame with a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in 1937. After his 
ordination in 1942, he has serv- 
ed at St. Edward’s University 
in Austin and currently in 
Negro parish work. 


Fr. Wm. Connor 
Dies At Notre Dame 


Notre Dame, Ind.—Funeral ser- 
vices for the Rev. William R. Con- 
nor, C.S.C., aged 83, one of the 
best informed authorities on the 
rituals of the Catholic Church, 
were held Jan. 26 in Sacred Heart 
Church on the campus of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame. 

Father Connor, who was retired 
a year ago, died Friday, Jan. 23, 
in the Community Infirmary on the 
Notre Dame campus. 

Father Connor, a native of Pro- 
vidence, R. I., spent his entire re- 
ligious life within two miles of 
Notre Dame. For a quarter of a 
century, until relieved in 1920, he 
served as master of ceremonies in 
one of the seminaries of the Con- 
gregation of Holy Cross and for 
the next ten years was superior 
of the Community House for older 
religious at Notre Dame. Until 
his retirement, Father Connor was 
chaplain at St. Mary’s College for 
Women near Notre Dame. 

Father Connor, who served as 
master of ceremonies at all reli- 
ous functions at Notre Dame for 
many years, directed the religious 
exercises incident to the ordina- 
tion of most of the priests who 
today administer Notre Dame. He 
celebrated the golden anniversary 
of the ordination to the priesthood 
on December 19, 1940.

I tried to learn where the circus would be a 
couple of days before, and was informed that it would be at 
LaPorte two days before, and at Elkhart the previous day. 
I put through a telephone call to the manager of the circus 
at LaPorte and asked whether he would not be willing to 
pitch the circus tents on the Fairgrounds where our picnic 
was to be held, telling him that I felt it would be to our 
mutual advantage. The gentleman replied that even though 
he had already paid for the rental of a different plot, he 
would forego that and come to our Fairgrounds; that it 
would be unnecessary for the parish to employ a band, be- 
cause he had several of them and would turn one over to us

He pointed out that they 
might have occasioned a big dam- 
age suit for him. These builders 
immediately rushed to the scene 
of the accident and placed proper 
support under the two planks 
which had previously met unsup- 
ported. Thereupon I mounted the 
steps again to the very same spot 
because I knew it would be safe 
now.
